DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restriction 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Embodiment I, claims 1-6 is acknowledge. 

Specification 

2. A new title is required that is clearly indicative of the invention to which the 
claims are directed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless ~ 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the 
United States. 

Claims 1, 2, and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Sakai (US 5,321,280). 

Regarding claim 1 , Sakai discloses a semiconductor device comprising: a circuit 
block (SRAMs 104) formed on a semiconductor substrate (118), a shield including a 
lower metal layer (a third aluminum wiring layer), an upper metal layer (a fourth 
aluminum layer) and an interlayer insulation film (a fifth interlayer insulation film 130) 
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disposed between the lower and upper metal layers, wherein the shield covering the 
circuit block. See Sakai's Fig.1 , Fig7 and col.7 lines 40-56. 

Regarding claim 2, as shown in Sakai's Fig.7, the circuit block comprises a circuit 
which includes a transistor. 

Regarding claim 4, Sakai teaches that third and fourth aluminum level layers are 
used as connections in the semiconductor device by-passing the chip surface portions 
on SRAM circuit block. See Sakai's col. 3 lines 54-60. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 3 and 5-6 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
